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ANALYSIS OF BOOKS 

PUBLISHED DURING f9i9 IN THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The Pobushbss’ Cieoulab and Book- 
SEiiLEBs’ Becobd tecords a total of 
8,622 books as baving been publisbed in 
the United Kingdom during the year 
1919. This is an tnoreose of 90^ compared 
with the total for 1918. iJthough the 
figure is still considerably below the pre- 
War level, it is a big move upwards 
and is a satisfactory indication of revival 
in production. It has to be remembered 
that although the past year has been 
one of international peace, it has not 
been one of complete industrial peace ; 
and the continued high price of matod^ 
and of labour has the enect of curtailing 
automatically the production of minor 
books. If prices of the year are 
analysed, we believe it wiU be found 
that there has been a larger proportion 
of the more expensive books published 
during the past year than has^een the 
case since 1914- 

From the Table it will be seen that 
the classes of literature chiefly responsible 
for the year’s increase are Sociology, 
Science, Technology, Fiction, Juvenile, 
and Biography. Several of the classes 
show a decrease, notably Poetry and 
Drama, and History. The decrease in 
historical books is curious, because now 
that the makers of histoiy are resting, 
one would expect the scribes to become 
active. 

Yiewing the general totals, it wiU be 
noted that “ new books " have increased 
by 577 , and " new editions ” by 329* 

The classified totals furnish a rough 
indication of the attention bestowed by 
the public upon the various classes of 
literaWe, and it is interesidng to com- 
pare the order in which these appear 
this year and in 1914 : —

The monthly table shows that publish- 
ing has been marked by a cr^cendo 
throughout the year, culminating in 
great activity during the final three 
months. The old “Spring season” is 
not nearly so marked as it was a few 
years back, while the Autumn and 
Winter season is more prominent. The 
figures for the last few months may also 
contain a pxozpise for next yep, but it is 
impossible to tell with certainty. 

Further detailed information rogard- 
ing the year's publishing is supplim W 
the apj^ded analytical tables. It 
should ^e noted tnat “Education” 
includes only books about educational 
theory and practice, and not text-books 
on special subjects which are classed 
under their subjects ; and that all publi- 
cations of 48 pages or less axe counted 
as “ pamphlets." It would be possible 
to swell the totals to an enormous extent 
by counting all kinds of printed matter 
(such as e;^emeial pamphlets and leaf- 
lets, local government publications, 
musical texts, Ac.), but the purpose of 
this toble is to rejpesent the book pub- 
UsMng activity of the United Kingaom. 
This should be noted in comparing the 
figures with those of other countries, in 
some of which single copies of newspapers 
are counted separately. In these tables 
each complete publication is counted ^s 
one, whether it is in one or more volumes. 
Serials that appear later as a collected 
volume are counted as an ordinary book 
on the appearance of t^t volume; so 
that, for example, the series of “ Statutory 
Buies and Ordas ” issued by the Govern- 
ment, and amounting to hundreds in 
the year, axe counted as one item on the 
appearance of the annual collected 
vohune.

PREFATORY NOTE 


This eighty-third yearly issue of The English Catalogue of Books comprises 
the titles (under authors, and subjects or titles) of works published during 1919, 
and also of some received too late for inclusion in the eighty-second issue. 

The main entry for each book begins with the author’s surname (if known) 
in heavy type. As an index to these “ Author ” records, entries are also made 
under the titles, commencing with their most important words (which usually 
indicate the subjects with which the books deal), or with the first words ; the 
name or word under which the mam entry appears is printed in italics in these 
index entries, thus giving a reference to the place where the full information 
about a book may be found. Main entries and index entries ai-e in one alphabet. 


Writers with compound names are entered under the first part of the name,

and accordingly must be looked for in that order. References are also made, 
however, from the last part of the name. 


The publications of learned Societies are recorded in an Appendix. 


The names and addresses of the Publishers of Great Britain and Ireland, 
followed by those of the principal publishers in the United States and Canada, 
will be found at the end of the volume. The telegraphic and cable addresses 
and telephone numbers have been added when known. 

Following the Preface is an analysis of the books of the year 1919, showing 
in detail the number of works in each class of literature, and giving the proportions 
of new books, translations, pamphlets, and new editions. 

Every efiort has been made to obtain the full particulars of the books noted. 
Special enquiries were made in every case where information was deficient ; and 
most publishers courteously responded. In the cases where entries have been 
included without prices, the fault lies with the publishers concerned. 


Hearty thanks are due to the many publishers, secretaries, librarians, authors 
and bibliographers who have assisted in making this book more correct and 
comprehensive than it would have been otherwise.
